An Engineering Lock-Out. 


The engineering employers decided on a 
“* lock-out ’’ to-day, to become operative 
on March 13th, and, since a million men 
will be affected by this decision, it is ME 
that wiser counsels will prevail and that 
the several engineering unions concerned 
will try to come to a satisfactory arrange- 
ment. The “' lock-out’’ will be a very 
serious blow to the engineering industry. 
which is just beginning to right itself 
after a period of the. most terrible 
depression. One of the points in the 
dispute is an unofficial strike taking place 
at the factory of a makér of printing 
machines, which has been going on for a 
considerable time. The employers demand 
that these unofficial strikers should be 
called upon by the unions to resume work 
without delay. There are sixteen days 
between now and the time when the notices 
will. become effective, and this will give 
time for negotiation. The situation, how-

_CANADA’S GIFT OF SPRUCE

Commission planted more than 39,000 
trees,” said Mr. Cameron, ‘‘ The new groves 
occupy 22,000 acres of what would otherwise 
be waste land. The Commission’s programme 
for the next ten years provides for the re- 
forestation of 250,000 acres in England, Scot- 
land and Wales with 450,000,000 trees. 


““ Canadian seéds are shipped in bags from 


Vancouver to special nurseries maintained by 
the Forestry Commission in England. -— As 
soon as the young trees are large enough 
they are thinned out and prepared for trans- 
plantation. Because of the similarity of the 
climate between England and_ British 
Columbia the trees thrive wonderfully, 


“ Canada contains the world’s last great 


resources of timber. The total area covered 
by existing forests in the Dominion is esti-. 
mated at 1,200,000 square miles, of which 
about 245,000 square miles has been set aside’ 
in reserves or parks, or otherwise’ per- 
manently dedicated to forest production. The 
estimated stand of merchantable timber is 
approximately 482,075,000 board feet of saw 
lumber and 1,279,705,000 cords of pulpwood 
and cordwood. 


‘‘ About 72 per cent. of the saw timber is 


located in British Columbia, 6 per cent. in 
the Prairie Provinces, and 22 per cent. in 
Eastern Canada.”

WASTE IN EDUCATION, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Is there time yet for the general 
public to stop the proposed expenditure upon 
new State secondary schools and expensive 
staffs? Has the need: for them been 
sufficiently demonstrated’? Is the most ex- 
pensive way of meeting a difficulty necessarily 
the best? Before repeating the waste of 
the model schools—intended, if I remember 
aright, for training teachers—we should try 
whether our existing secondary schools, whose 
thousands strive every year for posts, 
scholarships, jobs, would not have enough 
material to fill the vacant places in the 
training colleges. Not only the capable 
County Council secondary scholar—now 
taught and fed at the expense of the rates— 
not only the boy who was pushed on to a 
secondary school to give him an escape from 
the land, but the children of those who came 
lately to believe that the Leaving Certificate 
meant a good secondary education and a 
possible opening for life as well, would be 
glad to turn from the secondary school to 
the training college. A profession that would 
be early entered on at little cost, and that 
offers an honourable and secure livelihood, 
must. attract when compared with the 
crowded professions that lie at the end of a 
longer university course. 

Last year, shortly before the examinations, 
a circular was sent out that a number of 
places at training colleges would be reserved 
for students who obtained the Leaving Cer- 
tificate. It was a step in the right direction. 
If successful, it would secure young men 
who had a sound general education and whose 
time at training could well be devoted to 
vocational and technica] subjects rather than 
be spent in continuing their elementary 
education. I believe that at practically no 
cost the State could induce the finished 
secondary student to take to a profession, 
which itself, in turn, would benefit in 
efficiency and status. 

The reasons for the new Gaelic colleges are 
specious, the reasons against them ‘weighty. 
Grant that the Irish language must be 
restored through the schools. Grant that 
it is impossible for our present elementary 
teachers to learn and teach the language. 
Have we any reason for hoping that Irish- 
speaking boys, enclosed for some years in 
State secondary schools, will be more efficient 
“instruments for its restoration than boys 
whose spoken knowledge of Irish is more 
limited, though sound and serviceable? May 
not the habit of mind and speech prevail in 
the case of the teacher that prevails in the 
case of other native speakers transplanted 
into un-Gaelic surroundings? 

Very many things are to be carefully 
weighed up—the questions of genera] educa- 
tion, of knowledge of Irish. of the desirability 
of early vocational training and experience in 
teaching, of cost and machinery. I submit 
that, at the cost, the experiment is un- 
justified and the expenditure wasteful—that 
the State would pay hundreds of thousands 
for what it could get for nothing. In these 
days ,when al] have learned to squeal at ex- 

nses, cannot the members of the Dail join

or two suggestions that I trust may be help- 
ful. The suggestion emanated from Cioumel 
that advantage should be taken of the pre- 
sence of the demonstrators and their dogs at 
Ballsbridge in May to organise a series of 
trials and demonstrations throughout the 
country immediately after the Dublin Show, 
the idea being to bring the demonstrations 
within the reach of the large number of sheep 
and dog owners who either cannot or will not 
visit Ballsbridge, and to do it at the 
minimum of cost, by arranging the trials: in 
such a way that the demonstrators can get 
from place to place without loss of time and 
at the least possible expense for travelling. 

Trials, at which prizes sufficiently valuable 
to provoke keen local competition would be 
offered, were considered necessary—first, im 
order to awaken local interest among dog- 
owners and induce them to come and learn, 
from lecture and demonstration, the best 
methods of training and working the sheep 
dog ; and, second, in order to draw a “gate " 
sufficient to defray expenses. AS a pre- 
liminary a number of persons in different dis- 
tricts were invited to co-operate in the matter, 
and, as your article shows, the response was 

rompt and satisfactory in some instances. 
n others it was less prompt and somewhat 
diffident, while in some others there was mo 
response at all. Having regard to the fact 
that, from the sporting point of view (as 
distinct from the. gambling point of view, 
which appreciates sport solely in proportion 
to the facility it provides for winning or 
losing money quickly), a sheep dog trial pre- 
sents an intensely interesting spectacle, and, 
at the same time (in Ireland’s case, at any 
rate), serves such an important educational 
purpose, the lack of interest shown in some 
quarters is difficult to understand. It may 
be due to ignorance regarding trials: and the 
purpose they are intended to serve, or pos- 
sibly it may be due to the spirit of pro- 
crastination, by which we are all more or 
less afflicted at times, that some districts have 
failed to respond to the invitation extended 
to them. Whatever the cause, might I appeal 
to any district wishing to take part in the 
scheme to communicate with Mr. Buggy, 
Clonmel, without delay? Arrangements for 
the tour must be completed very soon, and 
only those centres that have signified their 
intention to participate in time can have a 
voice in shaping the final arrangements. 

Lecturers and demonstrators will cost ap- 
proximately five guineas per day per man, 
plus travelling and hotel expenses, and it 
will be for the centres to agree whether, in 
addition to the lecturer, they will have one 
demonstrator with two dogs or two demon- 
strators with four dogs, as the same arrange- 
ments will obtain for all centres participating 
in the scheme. In addition to the fees and ex- 
penses mentioned above, provision would have 
to be made for advertising and prizes. With 
regard to the former, a considerable saving 
could be effected by combined advertising and 

etting the necessary posters printed in bulk. 

ith regard to the latter, since the Ministry 
of Agriculture has already contributed to 
Clonmel, and having regard to the immense 
loss to the sheep industry through trying to 
work sheep without dogs, or, worse still, 
chasing the flesh off them with half-trained 
dogs, the educational result sought justifies 
the promoters in asking the Ministry to make 
at least a pro rata contribution towards the 
Ea money offered by the different centres. 
is should have the effect of stimulating 
local generosity, and it is important that sub- 
stantial prizes should be offered. Petty prizes 
would certainly result in paucity of entries and 
the total or partial failure of the demonstra- 
tion to achieve the: hoped-for results. 
Generous prizes will induce keen competition, 
and, as competitors, men will watch the 
demonstration and listen to Mr. Reid’s lecture 
with far closer attention than if present 
nierely as spectators. Besides, good entries, 
with the prospect of keen competition, will 
appeal strongly to the general public, and so 
uce a ““gate ' that would make al] the 
difference between profit and loss. 

From. the particulars given above it will be 
seen, that, even with two demonstrators and 
four dogs, the total. cost need not exceed the 

mentioned .in your article; but, with one 
emonstrator and two dogs—which, with Mr.

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NORTHERN CIVIL SERVANTS. 

From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

BELFAST, Friday. 

Before I review the past week, I hasten to 
reply to Mr. Charles Watney, Parliamentary 
and Publicity Officer of. the English Civil 
Service Confederation, whose very interest- 
ing letter appeared in vyesterday’s issue. 
First of all, one may point out that the 
phrase is very much on all fours with another 
which ré i; produced considerable notice 
in your correspondence columns—the im- 
mortal description of the Irishman who 
crossed the English line ‘‘ festooned with 
Saxons.’ Its origin is, so far as I am aware, 
already shrouded in antiquity, and it is a 
hon mot and very litt’. more. _I heard it first 
from the lips of an extremely appreciative 
Englishman in the Ulster Civil Service, and 
the majority of his compatriots here—most 
of whom have a sense of humour—regard it 
as an excellent joke. 

To come, however, to ‘he germ of truth 
which it contains, the percentage of English- 
men (and Scotsmen) in the:upper ranks of 
the Ulster Civil Service was. at its incep- 
tion, extrao’linarily high. The Permanent 
Secretary (Sir Ernest Clarke, an officer of 
the greatest executive ability), three de- 
partmental secretaries and over half of the 
principal officers did, in fact, swarm across 
th: Trish Sea. It was, of course, no dis- 
credit either to Ulster or to the officers 
concerned, and most of us now recognise, 
even if some were rather slow to do so, 
that we did not get the losing end of the 
bargain. At that time, however, the Ulster 
“man in the street ” hardly realised that 
administration is a business to which a long 
and jarduous apprenticeship must be served, 
and wished, in consequence, to equip the 
Civil Service from local unemployed. When 
this was not done there was considerable 
resentment, and this brought forth, amongst 
others less happily expressed, the allusion 
which I quoted. 

Before I leave the Civil Service, there is 
another matter which calls for comment. 
Some weeks ago I noted the fact that there 
was no entrance examination except for the 


very lowest clerical grades. I see now that 
Civil Service Opinion, the organ of the local 
Service, has taken the matter up very strongly. 
In fact, as a piece of mordant satire, with 
the Selection rd occupying the post of 
chopping block, the criticism can recom- 
mended as a model for anyone. In addition 
to the absence of a competitive examination, 
Civ Service Opinion alleges that favourit- 
ism is rife and that the percentage of 
administrative officers in the Service is far too 
high. The solution of the difficulty is so 
obviously the tacking on of the vacancies to 
the Westminster examination that one wonders 
why this course is not adopted. One can 
only conclude that it is thought that this 
would result in the arrival of fresh “ bureau- 
cratic eaglets.”’ 

e memories of Ulster’s followerg are 
longer than those of their leaders. At the 
top everyone is getting ready to welcome the 
Imperial Chancellor of the ory am on his 
visit to Belfast next week; but I have heard 
comparatively ominous rumblings in the lower 
ranks. It is, of course, an. interesting ex- 
ample of the changes that time brings in its 
wake. Fourteen years ago Mr. Churchill was 
lucky to escape from Donegall quay with his 
life; but if ever a man has deserved well of 
a city, he has from Belfast. In addition to 
fighting the North’s cause right through the 
Peace Treaty negotiations, he has turned an 
ever-willing ear to the requests of the 
Northern Chancellor or the Northern Minister 
of Labour. 

One hears few laments over the passing cf 
the Safeguarding of Industries Bill. Even at 
first many were dubious of the advantages io 
be derived from it, and the more linen 
merchants began to think over it the more 
they disliked it.

From 
the evidence it appeared that the accident 
occurred when the conductor of the car was 
on top collecting fares, and that the bell 
starting the car before the deceased had 
alighted had been pulled or sounded, by another 
passenger presumably. The deceased fell from 
the platform while the ear was in motion, and 
he had hold of the bar, and he was dragged 
along the street for some distance, the 
nephew having alighted safely shortly before. 

The defendants alleged that the: accident 
was due to the sole negligence of the deceased 
in getting off the car while it was in motion, 
ae denied negligence on the pert of their 
servants. 

The appeal was from the judgment entered 
for the defendants by Mr. Justice O’Shaugh- 
nessy at the trial which took place before him 
and a city common jury. The jury, answering 
a number of questions left them by the judge, 
found that the defendants had been guilty of 
negligence under the circumstances, and that 
there had been no negligence on the part of 
the deceased, assessing damages at . Mr. 
Justice O'Shaughnessy, who had previously 
refused a declaration sought by the defend- 
ants’ counsel, said that there was no evidence 
whatever to support the findings and verdict 
of the jury, and entered judgment for the

BANK’S CLAIM FOR 
MONEY ‘SEIZED. 


A RAID IN 1922 DESCRIBED. 

At the Boyle Claims Court yesterday, 
Judge Roche reported for £6,551 Is. in a 
claim by the Governors of the Bank oí [re- 
land for money taken in a raid on the Boyle 
Branch. 

Mr. Pheips, K.C., in stating the case for 
the bank, said that the raid took place on 
May Ist, 1922, and for some time before that 
the I.R.A. were in control of Boyle. Between 
four and five o’clock in the afternoon, when 
the bank had been closed, a knock was heard 
at the door, and six men ertered. They pre- 
sented a type-written document signed by a 
‘nan named Pilkington, demanding a sum of 
£15,000 to pay his “ Army,” which the Go- 
vernment would not pay. Mr. Murphy, the 
manager of the bank, remonstrated with the 
men, but they produced revolvers and forced 
their way into the office and began to seize 
the money. taking a total sum of £6,551 17s. 
‘They discarded a numberof bank notes which 
had keen cancelled and some stamps, but 
dverlooked a sum of £50 in gold, 

Next they escorted the manager and two 
other bank officials to the barracks, where a 
man named Gildea was apparently m charge, 
and the money was counted over, after which 
the manager. was handed a receipt which 
stated—-‘" Received from the Bank of Ireland, 
Boyle, the sum of £6,551 17s. 8d.” This was 
signed by ‘‘ G. Gildea, Colonel Commandant 
3rd Western Division.”
